R. Female with sheaf, sickle, 20 abore. 

L. Locomotive, 20 abere. (a rare note) 

The $500. Strafford Bank note is Wismer 
#124. (#123 is rory similar and possibly the 
came design in poorer eondition).C., three 
females, ears, and ship. R. Abarrel and ship, 
500 abore and below. L., Femalo with bow and 
quiror, 500 abore." All $500 notes are rare.
